Vice Consul General Gorman at Montreal reports, April 28 : Accord- 
ing to information received from the provincial board of health there 
are about 300 cases of smallpox present in the Province of Quebec. 
General compulsory vaccination has been ordered by the board of 
health.

The American consul reports May 16 the presence of plague at 
Amoy.

Vice Consul Gilbert at Nanking reports April 15: 
Typhus fever is prevalent in the famine districts of Anhui and 
Kiang-su Provinces. 

CUBA. 
HABANA— Cerebro-splnal Meningitis— Transmissible Diseases. 

Acting Asst. Surg. Villoldo reports, May 9 : 

During the week ended May 6 a case of cerebro-spinal meningitis 
in the convalescent stage was landed at Habana from the steamship 
Manuel Calvo from Genoa and Spanish ports via Canary Islands and 
Porto Rico. The Manuel Calvo left for New York May 6.

The epidemic of cerebro-spinal meningitis at Patras is abating, 
but there are many infected points in the consular district. 

HAWAII. 
Smallpox at Honolulu. 

Chief Quarantine Officer Ramus reports, May 11 : A case of smallpox 
occurred at Honolulu May 4 in the person of a Porto Rican. Four 
children of the patient had evidently recovered from smallpox. The 
cases gave a typical history and covered about two months in duration. 

Record of Plague Injection. 

Last case of human plague at Honolulu occurred July 12, 1910. 

The last plague-infected rat was found at Aiea, 9 miles from Hono- 
lulu, April 12, 1910. 

At Hilo the last case of human plague occurred March 23, 1910. 
A fatal case occurred at Honokaa, 60 miles from Hilo, December 17, 
1910; 2 fatal cases were reported January 31, 1911; and 1 fatal case 
was reported April 19. 

The last plague-infected rat was found at Honokaa, February 2, 
1911.

CALCUTTA— Cholera, Plague, and Smallpox. 

Acting Asst. Surg. Allan reports, April 6 and 13: 

During the week ended March 18 there were reported at Calcutta 
47 deaths from cholera, 48 from plague, and 2 from smallpox; in all 
Bengal, 6,121 cases of plague with 5,009 deaths; in all India, 38,498 
cases of plague with 32,975 deaths. 

During the week ended March 25 there were reported at Calcutta 
60 deaths from cholera and 61 from plague; in all Bengal, 6,906 cases 
of plague with 5,356 deaths; in all India, 45,251 cases of plague with 
29,380 deaths. 

ITALY. 

NAPLES— Smallpox. 

Passed Asst. Surg. King reports, April 25: 

During the week ended April 22 there were reported at the health 
office of Naples 28 cases of smallpox with 4 deaths.
